On Monday evening, the 29th lost., 
the annual town meeting will be held, 
when the members of the Township 
Committee will render ^an account of 
their stewardship for the past fiscal year. 
‘The year has been au eventful one, and 
a brief review of matters that have oorae 
u pfor consideration will perhaps prove 
j interest to the people generally, 
ft# very first question the Committee 
^ to Heal with was of a political na- 
tar *. The contest in the Third Ward 
' ytween T. Winsor Langstroth (Republi- 
^nj and Edwin A. Rayner (Democrat) 
^ted in a tie. The Republicans were 
m the majority in the Committee, and 
vere urged by their political advisers to 
ttervlse their prerogative and appoint 
the Republican candidate as a member 
a f their^ body. Some of the members 
felt a little delicacy about carrying par¬ 
tisanship to that extreme, and it was 
decided to hold a new election. Mr. 
jUjner (Democrat) was successful. 

The moving of the Township Commit¬ 
tee* place of meeting from Dodd’s Hall 
b>the present place was the next mat¬ 
ter of Importance. The question was 
pit to a vote, and the Committee was 
■Biuimous in favor of moving. The 
iw*ons given for it were that the rooms 
it Dodd’s Hall were not easy of access 
to taxpayers, and their sanitary condi¬ 
tion was unpleasant. The change seems 
to have met with popular approval, 
considerable ex|>en*e was incurred in 
moving and fitting up new quarters, all of 
vbich had to come out of the contingent 
iccount. It will no doubt be regarded 
is a wise expenditure by the majority of 
uxpayers. 

At the very first meeting in the year, 
tk Committee had to deal with the 
tvtrage question. A sub-committee 
!wn the Montclair Township Committee 
ase before them and submitted a pro- 
t«*tion to join with Orange and Moot- 
eki to the construction of an outlet 

tor the use of the three towns.

Messrs Rudd and Halfpenny were ap¬ 
pointed a sutH!ominttiee on apwarage to 
wet with the Montclair Committee, and 
h the latter part of May formal Applica¬ 
te was made to the Orange City Coun- 
di for the privilege of joining in the 
4tiet sewer. The question was sub¬ 
dued to a public meeting on June 22, 
*1 the Committee was directed to co- 
9 «xte with Orange, Bloomfield's share 
rfthe cost not to exceed 1$30,000. Early 
■July Engineers Bassett and Owen were 
aployed to collect data and do other" 
bfressary preliminary work in connec- 
-oawlth the sewer. They were paid 
for their labor. The contract was 
•$Rd in November, Its terms have 
kea published. Opinions differ as to 
5k wisdom of the Committee’s action 
k making a contract with Orange, on 
ground that while this town pays an 
•definite pro-rata share of the expense 
it has no voice in the management of 
the work, which is vested exclusively in 
tv Orange officials. Work ou the out¬ 
let sevrer has not commenced, owing to 
threatened litigation with Belleville. 
Committee are now engaged in try- 
to secure an ouMet Into the river at 
^oodside. 

The Committee held several vary ex- 
meetings in the early part of the

**** competitors put In bids for the 


work. When the first lot of bids were 
opened It was found that engineers dif¬ 
fered widely as to the estimated cost of 
the work. The bids ranged from $75 to 
$150 per mile. Certain members of the 
Committee contended that the low- 
priced man could not do the work at the 
figure named. New bids were called for, 
and to the astonishment of the Commit^ 
tee still lower figures were obtained, 
coming down to about $53 per mile. 

Owing to lack of harmony among the 
members of the Committee In the com¬ 
mencement of the year some difficulty 
was experienced in making up the sub¬ 
committees, particularly the Committee 
on road work. Contractors McDowell 
and O’Rourke were the lowest bidders 
for the stone-road work, but the sub-com¬ 
mittee appointed by the Chairman dis¬ 
agreed in the selection of a contractor. 
The Committee resigned, a new one was 
appointed and new bids for the work 
called for. The first bids were remark¬ 
ably low. The second call for bids was 
responded to by only two contractors, 
ahd the prices were much higher. The 
Road Committee was not satisfied with 
the bids, and they issued a third call for 
new ones. Contractor Bruett was the 
lowest bidder this time, but the con¬ 
tract was awarded to Wright A Llndsley. 

The distribution of the road money in 
the several wards provoked lively dis¬ 
cussion, particularly the Ridgewood 
Avenue apportionment, over which * 
Messrs Rayner and Rudd crossed 
swords.

More stone road has been constructed 
during the past year than in any pre¬ 
vious one. r There is much difference of 

% 

opinion as to its quality, the general 
Impression being that the stone is not 
of sufficient depth. 

The purchase of a road-scraping ma¬ 
chine at a cost of about $350 enabled the 
Road Co remittee to do a great deal of 
work on dirt roads, and more streets re¬ 
ceived attention than could have been 
attended to under the old method. 

Unanimity has not been a feature io 
the transactions of this year’s Commit¬ 
tee. The calling of the roll and record¬ 
ing of the votes very rarely happened in 
the proceedings of former Committees. 
During the year just passed the Clerk 
has had frequent occasion to call the 
roll, and the Chairman has several times 
cast the deciding vote. A notable in¬ 
stance of this was in connection with 
removing the pbatFUp lfr _? the open¬ 

ing of Newark Avenue at Franklin 
Stteet. ■;* 

The question of procuring a better 
water supply at a lower price has been 
discussed by the Committee, aud pre¬ 
liminary action has been taken. While 
the existing contract with the Orange 
Water Company does not expire for some 
time, the Committee thought it prudent 
to obtain all the information possible so 
as to be in a position to make a con¬ 
tract more favorable to the town and to 
private consumers than the present 
one. . * . » \ 

The usual amount of stone sidewalk 
has been laid during the year, and there 
has been an Improvement In the quality 
of material and workmanship. There 
is a growing feeling of apprehension 
with regard to the legality of the asses¬ 
sment for sidewalk purposes, and it was 
feared that some one would carry the 
matter into court. One. citizen claims 
that he has been petitioning for three 
years or more for a sidewalk, and has 
paid taxes enough for sidewalk purposes 
to more than defray the cost of putting 
down the walk, \ 

The affairs of the Fire Department 
have gone along smoothly through the 
year, with the exception of a little diffi¬ 
culty with Active Hose Company No. 2, 
occasioned by the refusal of the Chair¬ 
man of the Fire Committee to recom¬ 
mend the purchase by the town of the 
company’s parade carriage. Two new 
hose carriages and the securing of a 
horse for the Chief Engineer’s use In at¬ 
tending fires, are among the improve¬ 
ments made during the year. 

The Committee are at present engaged 
in an effort to reduce the cost of street- 
lighting. The Montclair Oas and Water 
Company has offered a reduction of 
about $1.55 per lamp from present rates, 
provided a three years’ contract is exe¬ 
cuted with the company. 

Electric light oompanics have also 
made very favorable propositions to the 
Committee. 


* An Early Morning Fir*. 

The saloon of Alfred Ernst, st No. 
108 Orange Street, was discovered to be 
on fire at 2.30^o’clock on Wednesday 
morning. The blaze was evidently 
started by an Incendiary, who had plac¬ 
ed paper soaked with kerosene oil under 
the stoop of the pool room and set firs 
to it. Officer Foster sounded the alarm 
from box 69, and the fire department, 
quickly responded, extinguishing the 
fire without much difficulty. Damage 
$300, Insured. Active’s hose burst three 
times, and there is much complaint 
from some of tjie members on account 
of the lack of new hose. 

About two months ago the saloon was 
filled with smoke, and upon investiga¬ 
tion it was discovered that some one 
had gone into the cellar and set fire to 
a bundle of rags and had placed them, 
together with some straw, directly 
under the floor of the building. The 
fire was extinguished. It is thought 
that Ernst has some enemies who are 
trying to burn him out.

How We Will Vote TfiU Spring. 

• * ^ 

No ballot can be received by the elec¬ 
tion officers at the spring election un¬ 
less enclosed in an official envelope. 
The Township Clerk must furnish offi¬ 
cial envelopes at the expense of the 
township. To use any other color than 
a white paster renders the ballot void. 

To make any designating marks on a 
ballot renders It void. 

It Is lawful to scratch a name on a 
ballot, but If a name is substituted it 
must be written with ink or pencil, black 
in color. Any other color renders the 
whole ballot void. 

The Township Committee has nothing 
to do with the priutlng of the ballots. 

Any marie, sign or device put upon 
the envelope by a voter makes the en¬ 
closed ballot void. 

No notice of nominations has to be 
given to the Town Clerk. There is a 
clear field for independent candidates. 

Any one can nominate and any one 
can print a ticket, but-the tickets must 
be printed in a particular way, as pre¬ 
scribed by law. 

Ballots must be printed on plain white 
paper with black ink after the manner 
and style prescribed In section 32 of the 
act of 1890. /

A well-dressed colored man, who gave 
his name m William Brown, aged thirty- 
nine, and said that he lived in Philadel¬ 
phia, entered the stable of Robert 8.
